Surrey  Announces 
Student  Loans 

The  secretary  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare  has  announced  that  the 
National  Defense  Loan  Pro¬ 
gram  instituted  last  year  will 
be  continued  during  the  com¬ 
ing  school  year.  Northwest  Mis-y 
souri  State  College  was  a  re¬ 
cipient  of  funds  for  the  1958-59 
school  year,  and  the  college 
has  been  advised  that  it  will 
receive  funds  for  the  1959-60 
school  year. 

The  college  last  year  had 
many  more  applicants  meeting 
the  requirements  than  it  had 
funds  available.  However,  by. 
using  the  Federal  funds  and 
our  own  college  loan  fund  we 
were  able  to  aid  all  deserving 
students.  Perhaps  this  aid  was 
not  as  much  as  we  would  have 
liked  to  have  provided,  but 
qualified  students  were  able  to 
continue  their  education.  As  a 
result  the  Northwest  Missouri 
district  will  benefit  because 
into  the  various  counties  and 
towns  of  the  district  we  will  be 
able  to  send  trained  teachers. 

Although  the  amount  speci¬ 
fied  for  the  school  year  is 
larger  than  last  year,  it  must 
be  realized  that  last  year’s  al¬ 
location  actually  applied  only 
to  the  second  half  of  the  school 
year,  whereas  the  present  al¬ 
location  apparently  applies  for 
the  entire  year  1959-60.  College 
students,  and  high  school  grad¬ 
uates  of  the  class  of  1959,  who 
feel  they  might  qualify  under 
the  Federal  program  are  urged 
to  request  an  application  form 
from  S.  Surrey,  Chairman  Stu- 
den  Loan  Fund,  room  207-A, 
classroom  building.

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Loans  Aid  Students 

With  another  school  year 
comes  that  perennial  question 
— news  coverage  in  the  Mis¬ 
sourian  of  various  students 
groups,  particularly  fraterni¬ 
ties  and  sororities. 

But  this  is  no  issue  on  many 
campuses  and  it  need  not  be 
here.  To  start  the  year  off,  we 
make  some  suggestions. 

Organizations  should  consid¬ 
er  their  publicity  director  as 
second  in  importance  to  the 
president,  not  as  someone  they 
“stick”  with  the  job  after 
electing  twenty  other  officers. 
If  he  does  a  good  job,  they 
should  leave  him  in  it  for  a 
year.  It  goes  without  saying 
that  he  should  be  capable  of 
writing  interesting  stories  that 
fit  the  needs  of  a  newspaper. 

A  little  observation  of  adult 
organizations  in  public  life  will 
show  students  that  such  organ¬ 
izations  consider  publicity  to  be 
one  of  the  most  important  activ¬ 
ities  of  their  groups. 

If  the  members  of  a  group 
are  not  interested  in  writing 
their  .own  publicity,  they  can 
be  sure  that  any  outsider  is 
even  less  interested  in  doing 
so. 

Publicity  is  not  easy  news  to 
write  because  the  writer  is  too 
close  to  his  material,  it  is  eas¬ 
ier  to  judge  the  news  value  of 
something  in  which  he  is  not 
involved.  A  good  publicity  writ¬ 
er  learns  this  by  getting  ex¬ 
perience  in  writing  general 
news,  then  by  making  an  effort 
to  apply  the  same  objective 
standards  to  news  in  which  he 
is  personally  interested. 

In  a  newspaper,  news  about 
Smith  is  not  news  because 
Smith  thinks  it’s  news,  but  be¬ 
cause  the  rest  of  the  world 
thinks  so.  What  Smith  thinks 
about  himself  may  be  adver¬ 
tising— it  may  even  be  news  to 
his  wife— but  it’s  not  news  to 
others  unless  THEY  find  it  in¬ 
teresting. 

And  that’s  why  the  Arrow 
editor  uses  a  blue  pencil,  even 
after  the  organization  turns  in 
its  news. — W.W.N.  From  the 
“Cepha  Arrow”,  Sept.  10,  1959.

Meet  the  Bearcat  Coaches 


Dr.  Peterson  starts  his  thir¬ 
teenth  year  at  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  Slate  College  and  his  sev¬ 
enth  year  as  Head  of  the  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Health  and  Physical 
Education  for  both  ,  men  and 
women.  Since  he  arrived  from 
Wisconsin,  where  he  was  a  star 
football  player  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  in  his  undergraduate  days, 
Coach  Peterson  has  assisted  in 
football  and  was  head  basket¬ 
ball  and  tennis  coach.  Two 
years  ago  the  Bearcats  went 
into  a  wrestling  program  which 
he  now  handles. 

As  Division  Director,  .  Dr. 
Peterson  has  done  a  fine  job  in 
developing  the  programs  of 
athletics,  physical  education, 
and  recreation;  besides  improv¬ 
ing  the  Bearcat  athletic  facili¬ 
ties. 

Ryland  Milner,  “Taffy”,  as 
he’s  been  known  for  these  ’10 
and  any  years,  starts  his  twen¬ 
ty-third  year  at  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  College  and  his 
second  year  in  the  new  position 
of  Athletic  Director. 

As  Head  Football  coach  for 
twenty-one  years,  Athletic  Di¬ 
rector  Milner  has  established 


a  reebrd  of  producing  some  of 
the  outstanding  teams  in  M1AA 
history.  Four  times — 1938,  ’39, 
’43,  ’44— his  teams  have  won 
the  conference  crown  outright; 
and  four  times — 1941,  ’42,  ’48, 
’52— have  shared  in  the  top 
honors.  Three  of  his  teams, 
those  of  1938,  ’39,  and  ’44  were 
undefeated. 

After  graduating  from  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  College, 
Milner  coached  at  Jackson, 
Missouri,  where  he  still  re¬ 
mains  a  popular  figure.  In  1937, 
lie  returned  to  the  college.  Ry¬ 
land  received  his  B.S.  degree 
from  Northwest  Missouri  State 
College,  his  M.A.  from  Louisi¬ 
ana  State  University;  and  has 
done  graduate  work  at  George 
Peabody  College  and  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Wyoming. 

During  his  under  -  graduate 
days,  Ryland  was  one  of  the 
school’s  finest  all  around  ath¬ 
letes.  A  brilliant  runner  and 
passer  in  football,  he  also  was 
a  standout  basketball  player  as 
a  member  of  the  1932  Bearcat 
squad  that  finished  second  in 
the  National  AAU  Tournament. 
He  was  also  a  top  rated  base- 
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When  the  final  tally  was 
expected.  This  was  a  decrease 
men  registering  and  only  338 
and  an  increase  of  20  women. 

The  enrollment  for  the  school 
year  of  1959-60  at  Northwest 
Missouri  State  was  1,857,  an 
increase  of  1,011.  The  freshman 
enrollment  alone  ne  a  r  1  y 
equalled  the  total  enrollment 
of  nine  years  ago.  In  (he  nine 
years  since  Mr.  Kinney  turned 
over  the  first  shovel  of  earth 
for  the  union,  not  only  has  the 
union  itself  been  finished,  but 
an  addition  has  been  added, 
and  many  other  new  buildings 
have  been  added.  These  build¬ 
ings,  of  course,  are  obvious; 
the  growth  that  has  necessitat¬ 
ed  them  is  perhaps  not  so  ob¬ 
vious.  The  college  is  outgrow¬ 
ing  its  plant  like  a  boy  out¬ 
growing  his  clothes;  just  as 
parents  of  a  growing  boy  are 
not  always  able  to  supply 
•clothes  as  rapidly  as  needed, 
so  the  college  is  not  always 
able  to  supply  facilities  as  rap¬ 
idly  as  they  are  needed.

To  Invade  Campus 

The  Fort  Hays  State  Tigers 
from  Fort  Hays,  Kansas,  under 
Coach  Wayne  McConnell,  will 
invade  Bearcat  Camp  this  Sat¬ 
urday  night,  September  26. 

A  strong  nucleus  of  14  re¬ 
turning  lettermen  will  form  the 
major  part  of  Coach  McCon¬ 
nell’s  plan  of  attack.  The  Tig¬ 
ers  appear  to  be  especially 
strong  at  the  quarterback  and 
end  slots,  with  three  returners 
at  quarterback,  all  of  whom 
have  had  experience,  and  four 
veteran  ends.  The  two  appar¬ 
ent  weak  spots  on  the  club  are 
fullback  and  guard. 

Darrell  Hildebrand,  left  half¬ 
back,  appears  to  be  the  main 
man  on  the  offense  show  as  the 
Tigers  are  counting  on  him 
heavily.
